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Employment 

The Australian and State trend series comparisons, shown on page 25, indicate that 
there was an increase of 2.2 per cent in Tasmamia’s employment over the year to 
April (994. The other Australian States also showed a trend series increase in 
employment over this |2-month period. The largest percentage increase in 
employment was in Western Australia (3.8 per cent). The next highest increase in 
employment was in Queensland (3.7 per cent), followed by NSW (3.6 per cent), 
Victoria (1.5 per cent), and South Australia (0.1 per cent). 


Compared with April 1993, regional estimates of unadjusted employment in April 
1994 showed an increase of 8100 to 99 100 in the Hobart and Souther Statistical 
Division. Employment in the Northern Statistical Division decreased by 200 to 
$3 600 compared with the figure in April 1993. Employment in the Mersey-Lyell 
Statistical Division decreased by 3400 to 41 200 in the 12 months to April 1994. 
(See tables 3-8, pages 2-7.) 


Unemployment 

The Tasmanian trend series estimate of 25 800 unemployed persons in April 1994 
was a decrease of 1200 on the figure for Apri] 1993 of 27 000. The provisional trend 
series estimate of the unemployment rate of 11.7 per cent in April 1994 was a 
decrease in the trend series estimate of the unemployment rate of 12.4 per cent in 
April 1993.

The Labour Force 


In April 1994 there was an unadjusted estimate of 365 900 civilian Tasmanians aged 
15 or more. There were an estimated 221 100 persons (based on trend series 
estimates) in the labour force. The trend series estimate of the labour force 
participation rate in April 1994 was 60.4 per cent, compared with the figure of 60.0 
per cent in Apri] 1993. 


For males, the trend series estimate of participation rate was 72.2 per cent, compared 
with 71.4 per cent for April 1993. For females, the trend series participation rate was 
49.] per cent (compared with 48.9 per cent in April 1993).

Employed Wage and Salary Earners 
In December 1993 there were approximately [47 900 employed wage and salary 
earners in Tasmania. This was the same figure recorded for December 1991. 


In November 1993 the Tasmanian public sector accounted for 31.9 per cent of all 
employed wage and salary earners. Overall, the category Community services had the 
highest industry representation — 30.6 per cent — compared with the equivalent 
figure of 26.3 per cent recorded in November 199]. The next highest industry 
grouping Wholesale trade and Retail trade (21.1 per cent, compared with 18.3 per 
cent in November 1991) and Manufacturing (12.7 per cent, compared with 16.0 per 
cent in November 1991). 


In November 1993, women made up 48.0 per cent of employed wage and salary 
earners. In November 1991, the equivalent figure was 44.4 per cent. 
(See table 9, page 8.) 


Award Rates of Pay Indexes 

The annual movement from March 1993 to March 1994 of weekly award rates of pay 
indexes for Tasmania rose by 0.9 per cent for full-time adult females and by 2.0 per 
cent for full-time adult males. For Australia, the figures were 1.2 per cent for females 
and 1.0 per cent for males. 


For full-time adult femate employecs in Tasmania, the largest industry increases over 
this 12-month period occurred in Manufacturing; Wholesale and retail trade; Public 
administration and defence; and Recreation, personal and other services (all 2.3 per 
cent). 


For the same period for full-time adult male employees in Tasmania, the largest 
industry increases occurred in Public administration and defence (11.5), and 
Recreation, personal and other services (2.3 per cent). 


The largest occupation increases over the same period for full-time adult female 
employees occurred in Plant and machine operators, and drivers (2.4 per cent); and 
Tradespersons (1.8 per cent). 


For full-time adult male employees the largest occupation increases over the period 
occurred in Labourers and related workers (3.8 per cent), and Plant and machine 
operators, and drivers (3.0 per cent).

Housing Finance 

During February 1994 there were 1250 new secured housing finance commitments, 
valued at $70.7 million, entered into in Tasmania. This represented a 2.1 per cent 
increase on the number (1224) and a 1.6 per cent increase on the vaue ($69.6 million) 
for January 1994. 


These figures also represent a 35.0 percent increase on the number (926) and a 38.6 
per cent increase on the value (31.0 million) for February 1993,

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Livestock Slaughtering 

The trend (this takes account of seasonal variations) for all categones of slaughtering 
for meat production is down.For cattle and calves the trend series shows just over 
16 600 slaughtered during April 1994. In this trend series, a peak occurred in October 
1993 with over 18 400 slaughtered. The previous peak occurred in February 1992 
when nearly 20 100 cattle were slaughtered. The current level for cattle and calves is 
1.6 per cent below the trend level for April 1993. 


The most recent peak in the trend series for sheep and lamp slaughterings was in 
August 1993 with over 84 800 being slaughtered. In 1987, and early 1988, levels 
were frequently over the 100 000 mark. During April the trend shows nearly 73 700 
sheep and lambs were slaughtered, | .6 per cent tower than Apri] 1993. 


At nearly 8100, the number of pigs slaughtered peaked in January 1994. The trend for 
April 1994 was just over 7700, slightly down on the figure for the same time a year 
ago.

Building Approvals 

There were 330 new dwelling units approved during March 1994 in Tasmania, a 
decrease of four per cent on the number recorded for February 1994, and a 16 per cent 
decrease on the figure for March 1993 (391). For the 12-month period ended March 
1994 there were 4224 new dwelling units approved, three per cent higher than the 
4095 units recorded for the previous corresponding 12-month period. The latest 
monthly trend estimates for the number of dwelling units approved show a decrease 
over the past five months. The value of new residential building approved, at current 
prices, for March 1994 was $25.5 million, compared with $23.8 million in February 
1994 and $26.6 million in March 1993. The value of all buildings approved, at current 
prices, for March 1994 was $36.3 million, compared with $32.7 million in February 
1994 and $39.0 million in March 1993.

Retail 

The trend estimate for turnover of retail and service establishments for March 1994, 
in Tasmania, was $216.5 million, the same figure as for February 1994, and an 
increase of more than four per cent on the March 1993 figure of $206.8 million. 
Growth in the estimate has been weak over recent months. The estimate of tumover 
for March 1994 , for Australia ($8615.9 million), was more than six per cent higher 
than for March 1993. The estimate indicates a continued strengthening of growth. 
Since October 1993 the monthly growth rate has been between 0.6 and 0.8 per cent. 
In original terms, the estimate of retail turnover in March 1994, for Tasmania, was 
$217.7 million, over 10 per cent more than the figure recorded for February 1994 and 
more than nine per cent greater than the figure recorded for March 1993.

New Motor Vehicle Registrations 

There were 806 new motor vehicles (excluding motorcycles) registered in Tasmania 
during March 1994. This was !7 per cent less than for March (967) and a decrease of 
nearly 13 per cent on the number registered for April 1993. Registrations for the 
twelve months ended April 1994 (12 443) were slightly less than for the twelve 
months ended February 1993 (12 454).

Volunteering, Emergency Services and Crime 
In October 1993, the ABS conducted a survey for the Tasmanian Government, cov- 
ering the topics of Volunteering, Emergency Services and Crime in Tasmania. 


The survey collected information about community awareness of emergency services 
and perceptions of crime and the police. [t also sought to assess the nature and extent 
of volunteer participation throughout the community, both through organisations 
and/or independent of organisations. A similar survey (excluding the volunteering 
component) was conducted in Tasmania in 1989.

This Smoke detector only | - 

represents a significant improvement ahaa 

on the estimated proportion of house- sets entinguicher | | 


holds (74.9 per cent) with no fire 
prevention devices at the time of the 
1989 survey. When questioned about 
major hazards posing a threat, the 
greatest proportion of persons in 1993 
indicated traffic accidents (53.6 per 
cent). When asked the same question in 1989, the greatest proportion of persons 
(43.4 per cent) indicated environmental problems (e.g. ozone depletion, soil degra- 
dation etc.) to be a major hazard. 


VOLUNTEERING: In the twelve month period to October 1993, there were about 
117 000 persons in Tasmania who were involved in some form of volunteering ac- 
tivity. Of all volunteers, about 47 per cent were males and 53 per cent were females. 
Just under half of all volunteers were employed full-time (43 per cent), with about 
one third not in the labour force (32.5 per cent). 


About 88 per cent of ali volunteers had done some type of formal volunteer work 
in the period twelve months to October 1993. Formal volunteers contributed almost 
11 million hours of service in the survey period. The greatest proportion of formal 
volunteers were involved in sport (27.! per cent), followed by education (17.1 per 
cent) and community service (16.9 per cent). 


Formal volunteers who worked in religious organisations recorded the highest num- 
ber of average hours worked for individuals in organisations (163.7 hours for the 
12-month period). This was followed by Sport (116.7 hours) and Health/Welfare 
(112.6 hours). 


Of all volunteers, about a quarter had done some form of informal volunteer work 
in the survey period. Informal volunteers contributed over 3 million hours of service. 
Of the activities undertaken by informal volunteers, the greatest proportion was in- 
volved in gardening/maintenance (31.2 per cent), followed by visiting aged/disabled 
(20.4 per cent) and minding children (19 per cent). 


Of all the activities, minding children accounted for the highest number of average 
hours provided by each informal volunteer (166.9 hours}. This was followed by 
housework (146.5 hours) and shopping (126.4 hours). 


CRIME: Of the persons in Tasmania who considered crime was a problem in 
1993, the greatest proportion considered that theft/burglary to be of concern (91.3 
per cent}. In 1989, 78.7 per cent believed that theft/burglary was of major concern. 


For each of the crimes (except theft/burglary}, the proportion of people who indi- 
cated concern was Jower in the 1993 survey than that conducted in 1989, Further 
major concerns identified by the 1993 survey included physical assault (24.2 per 
cent}, drug usage (18.9 per cent) and vandalism (17.2 per cent).
